Some of Our Resources. 


The Nor’West Farmer says: In 
a general way itis known that 
there is a great strip of country 
lying to the east of the Calgary 
and Edmonton line and extending 
away east to Battleford and on to 
Prince Albert, but whether it will 
be valuable for settlement is an- 
other question. It will therefore 
be interesting to know that L. A. 
Hamilton, formerly of the C. P. R. 
Land Department and Land Com- 
missioneer Griffin have made a 500 
mile trip through that country 
from Wetaskiwin east to Battleford, 
then north to the Vermillion lakes, 
across into the Blackfoot hills,then 
to the Saskatchewan river, from 
there south to the Trapping lake 
district and east again to Saska- 
toon, 

Mr. Hamilton said to a city pa- 
per that: “The object of our jour- 
ney was to note the resources and 
progress of this district for intend- 
ing settlers, and also to find out 
what openings there were for new 
branches of our lines. Mr. Griffin 
had not been over this ground be- 
fore and it was to him a_ trip of 
great value on that account. 
What we saw confirmed the view I 
have taken that here lies one -of 
the richest tracts of land in the 
world, We found that settlers 
have pushed their way in and are 
located not only on land all along 
the railway, but 100 miles on each 
side of it. The soil in all parts we 
saw is of the richest, and timber 
and water plentiful, except an east- 
ern tract lying south of the Eagle 
Hills, where timber is scarce. In 
the Battleford district, lying 120 
miles from the railway, we found 
excellent fields of grain being 
grown, but in the majority of the 
farthest districts cattle raising is 
the chief industry. Settlers are 
pushing their way out from Cal- 
gary and Edmonton east as far as 
the Buck lakes, 100 miles from the 
railway.” 

“On this tract of 25,000,000 of 
acres there is no reason,” conclud- 
ed Mr. Hamilton, “why 500,000.00 
bushels of wheat could not be 
raised and this will be the case 
some day not far distant.”

|Description of the Elder-Dempster's 


New Boat Lake Manitoba. 


“The Lake Manitoba is a twin-screw 

steamer, a combination of the pas- 
senger and cargo ship. She is rigged 
as a four-masted schooner, and is [it- 
ted with one well-proportioned fun- 
nel. She is built to Lloyd’s  threc- 
deck rule, special attention being al- 
so had to the trade in which the 
ship will be engaged. Her principal 
‘dimensions are ;-—Length, 463 feet, 
beam 56 feet, and depth (moulded) 
84 feet 10 inches. She has a cubical 
capacity of 748,000 feet, and a d.w. 
capacity of 10,000 tons, her register 
tonnage being 8,850 tons gross. Ihe 
ship’s water ballast capacity is about 
3,400 tons, and is included in the 
cellular double bottom deép, tank. 
She has a shelter deck extending fore 
and aft, with extensive’ midship erec- 
tions, the bridge house extending 
some 162 feet. The cargo arrange- 
ments and deck machinery are all of 
modern type. ‘The hatches are large 
and conveniently placed, and the 
holds are of great capacity and free 
from obstruction. The ground tackle 
and steering gear are massive and 
of the most approved make, whilst 
for the navigation of the ship every 
provision is made that can conduce 
to safety. Provision is made for 123 
first-class, 102 second-class, and 350 
third-class passengers, though by [it- 
ting the after part of the vessel for 
this class some 400 more can be ac- 
commodated. The main dining sa- 
loon is a splendid apartment, ex- 
tending the whole beam of the ship. 
and is situated at the fore end of 
the bridge. ‘The furnishing of this 
room is done in polished mahogany, 
in which wood also the sides gre 
wainscotted ina pretty diagonal 
pattern. The lighting is accomplish- 
ed by a central skylight and a large 
number of circular ports round the 
two sides and across the fronu, By 
night an array of electric lamps il- 
lumine the saloon. ‘The upholstery 
is in maroon plushette, and curtains, 
carpets and other fittings are to 
match. Abaft the saloon, which is 
approached by two side doors open- 
ing off a wide hall at the bottom of 
the main stairway, the first’class 
staterooms are situated, the major- 
ity of which are two-berth Cabins, 
well warmed and ventilated and com- 
fortably furnished and fitted with 
enclosed lavatories. A pleasant mu- 
sic room is placed over the saloon, 
and is entered from either side of 
the main staircase upper landing. 
The room is luxuriously furnished 
and upholstered in a blue shade mo- 
quette, the curtains and hangings be- 
ing of rich tapestry. A rich velvet 
pile carpet covers the floor. The 
wainscotting, with furniture to 
match, is of light pol shed oak. The 
panelling is effective, and the light 
of the room is perfec, being princi- 
pally obtained from the main saloon 
dome skylight, wh... passes through 
the apartment. The first-class smoke 
room/is located across the fore end 
of a house on the bridge deck, this 
house also containing a number of 
outsidegstaterooms along each side, 
with a stairway down to the state 
room alleyways on the shelter deck 
below. The smokeroom is a_ very 
commodious room, well lighted and 
ventilated, and wainscotted and fur- 
nished in polished teak and walnut. 
The couches and settees ure most 
comfortable, being set low and deep 
in th? seat, while a number of easy 
chairs are provided. The sanitary 
arrangements are excellent, the lava- 
tories ‘being tiled, while the baths 
are supplied with patent water heat- 
ing apparatus. The second-class 
quarters are situate between the up- 
per and shelter decks, where | rovis- 
ion is made for a large number of 
people. ‘The rooms are four-berth, 
and comfortably furnished and fitted. 
Every convenience is provided to add 
to the comfort of these passengers. 
Third-class passengers are placed for- 
ward, and these are provided with a 
large smokeroom and a ladies’ sit- 
ting room. A number of seats of 
the garden pattern are fixed on deck 
for the third-class passengers. The 
officers and engineers are accommo- 
dated at the after end of the alley- 
Ways on the shelter deck on either 
side of the ship. The quarters are 
comfortable, and bathrooms and lav- 
atories are also provided. The ma- 
chinery consists of two _ pairs of 
triple-expansion engines and various 
other auxiliary machines for  pur- 
poses of lighting, refrigeration, air 
and water circulation; etc. The di- 
ameters of the cylinders are 221% in., 
88 in., and 64 in. respectively, the 
piston stroke being 45 inches. Steam 
is supplied by five single-ended boil- 
ers, measuring 15 feet by 11 feet 8 
inches, at a pressure of 180 pounds. 
The engines have an indicated 4,000 
horse power.—Montreal Gazette.

Islanders. 


According to Commander Knowl- 
ing, of H. M. S. Icarus, who visited 
Pitcairn Island last February, an al- 
most Utopian state of existence pre- 
vails among its inhabitants, the de- 
scendants of the mutineers of the 
Bounty. 

In his report to the Colonial Office, 
published as a Parliamentary paper, 
Commander Knowling states that of 
the total population of 126 a large 
proportion are young. children. 

There is a Parliament of seven 
elected members, including Mr. Jas. 
R. McCoy, the president and magis- 
trate, 

No one’. smokes or drinks intoxi- 
cants, and each adult man works 
from five a. m. to two p..m. for the 
public good, directed by the local 
Parliament. Two p. m. is the din- 
ner hour, and the remainder of the 
day the people employ themselves 
about their own businesses. The wo- 
men of the family do all the kouse- 
work. ; 

All rumors that the islanders are 


ideteriorating in morals or physique 
hare contradicted,
